WASHINGTON DECLINES TO 
DISCUSS PEACE PROPOSAL 
(Interaationiil News Service) 
Washington, Sept. 16.—The 
war 
will be won and not lost by negotia­ 
tions. 
That was the all-prevailing 
sentiment in official diplomatic cir­ 
cles at 
the 
Capital 
early 
today. 
Austria’s peace offer in which she 
asks that the belligerents e n te r, a 
non-binding peace conference to ar­ 
range terms has met with no re- 
sponc 
anywhere. 
Officials 
were 
grimly silent when asked to discuss 
it.

Officials, after carefully examining 
the unofficial cabled text of the Aus­ 
trian offier, called attention to the 
very adroit language which was used 
throughout.
